The inventions set forth in claims 1, 8 and 9 are 
not novel over docioments 1 and 2, cited in the 
international search report. Document 1 discloses the 
anti tumour substance epolactaene, and dociment 2 also 
discloses its optically active isomers, and these fall 
within the scope of the compounds in these inventions in 
the present invention. Similarly, the inventions set forth 
in claims 1-4, 8 and 9 do not involve an inventive step in 
the light of documents 1 and 2. The compounds in these 
inventions in the present application are such as could be 
obtained easily by a person skilled in the art by mere 
transesterification of the ester group of a compound such 
as epolactaene above ♦ 

The inventions set forth in claims 5-7 are not 
disclosed or suggested in documents 1 and 2 cited in the 
international search report, and are novel and involve an 
inventive step. 
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
